President Will Ask train 


men to Stay on the Job in 
View of the Fact That 
Congress Is Trying to 
Adopt Legislative Pro 
grain—Hearings in Prog- 
ress.

Washington, Aug. 31.—Congress 
put all other affairs aside today and 
devoted itself to enacting President 
Wilson's 
legislative 
program 
to 


avert the railroad strike. 
But the 


President, overlooking no 
possible 


means to prevent 
the 
threatened 


public calimity, did not depend on 
congress alone and continued 
un- 


ceasingly his efforts 
to 
get 
the 
trotherhood heads to postpone the 
strike order. 


Just before noon the 
President 
vent to the capitol and conferring 
with the leaders, urged them on the 
speed necessary 
to get 
the bills 


through the legislative machinery of 
bouse and senate before 
Saturday- 


night. 


Then, 
returning to 
the White 


House, he called the four brother- 
hood heads to make another appeal 
to delay their strike while congress 
by law provides that which the rail- 
roads have refused. 
Although the 


Brotherhood leaders reiterated that 
only "a favorable settlement" could 
delay the strike and that they were 
powerless to postpone it. 
one of 


them admitted he believed the rank 
and file" of the men, in view of the 
efforts bing made in congress, would 
vote to delay it if there were time 
for them to express their wishes. 


Out of that, out of proposals to 


have congress pass a resolution ask- 
ing the men to delay, and out of 
many other indications coming from 
the very inside of the situation there 
canoe again the indefinable intima- 
tion that the strike could 
be pre- 
vented if congress by Saturday night 
has not actually enacted the Presi- 
dent's program, bat has it OB the 
way. 


Back of it all President Wilson 


was holding another card — a direct 
appeal to the rank and file of 
the 


railroad men to realise that con- 
gress is about to give them what 
they ask and to stay at their posts. 


The President 
was still 
deter- 


mined today to do this if necessary, 
but was 
hopeful 
that 
it 
would 


not be. 


While the senate interstate com- 
merce committee was hearing 
the 


railroad hads and the brotherhood 
leaders, the house managers got in- 
to action and agreed on a bill intro- 
duced by Representative 
Adamson 


and approved by President 
Wilson 


providing the eight-hour day, pro 
rata day for overtime and a commis- 
sion to investigate the new condi- 
tions. 
They 
planned 
to rush 
it 


through while the senate was work- 
ing. 


It did not include the compulsory 


investigation features of the Presi- 
dent's program but there were indi- 
cations that he would be 
satisfied 


with enough to prevent 
the 
men 


from striking and take up the re- 
mainder later. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
presidents 
and 


men had a public hearing 
on 
the 


President's legislative program be- 
fore the senate interstate commerce 
commute yesterday. 


The men opposed the compulsory 


investigation feature and 
the em- 


ployers opposed the eight-hour day. 


After the conference between the 


president and the brotherhood lead- 
ers it was said at the White House 
that the employees "had given no as- 
surance of any kind." 


In spite'of the fact that the lead- 


ers gave no assurance it is certain 
that the strike would be called off 
immediately if congress passed the 
eight-hour law which will be taken 
up in the house tomorrow. 


The brotherhood leaders are reluc- 


tant to take steps to cancel the strike 
order until congress acted. 


Postmaster General Burleson con- 


ferred-with President 
Wilson 
thia 


morning and said afterward that he 
will insist that mails he carried on 
every train moved if a strike comes.

By the end of the current calendar 


year, over one-half 
the street mile- 


age in the city of Newark will have 
been paved. 
In other words there 


are Si! miles of streets in Newark 
and toy December 31, 191U, twenty- 
six and one-half miles of this sur- 
face will be redeemed from mud, 
dust and ruts. 


In the past two years there has 


been laid, under course of construc- 
tiou, and contracted for, more street 
paving than for the five years pre- 
vious. 
The following are compara- 


tive figures from the books of City 
Civil Engineer C. H. Wells: 


During the present year the city 


will pave 4 2-3 miles. Last year 
3 


miles. 
In 1914 2 miles. 
In 1913 


2 1-2 miles. 
During the y«.rs 1911 


and 1912 there was no paving done. 


The biggest year of city paving 


previous to the present was 1908 — 2 
miles. 


The work this year already done, 


under construction and 
authorized 


represents an expenditure of $200,- 
000, 
the city's share 
of which is 


about $40,000 for which bonds have 
been issued. 
The abutting proper- 


ty owners' share of this expense is 
upproximately $100,000. 


This amount includes the prospec- 


tive paving of East Main street, from 
the B. and O. crossing to Cedar 
street, and the repavlng of all the 
old brick-paved streets in the central 
part of the city, the cost of which 
lias not been estimated yet. 


The pavements authorized will be 


upon North, Day, Neal and .Linden 
avenues, Tuscarawas, Oak and 
St. 


Clair streets. 


The work already done, is the re- 


surfacing of Hudson avenue, and the 
paving of Tenth and First streets. 


Under process of construction— 


Moull, North Fifth, 
Chestnut and 


Commodore streets. 


Contracted for — Wyoming, Ninth, 


from Church to Grnnville; Eleventh. 
from Main to Granvllle; South Ce- 
dar, and Wyoming streets. 


The East Main street paving has 


been delayed because of the inability 
of the Ohio Electric to obtain rails 
for its street car 
lines 
upon 
this 


street. 
j 


By recent legislation it is assured 


that better pavements will be laid ; 
than in the past. 
These ordinances 


provide that no pavement shall be 
laid except upon a concrete founda- 
tion, and that 
after 
it has been 


plsiced, any excavation for sewer of 
:iTfrtvet««t*t«>i'vi*>e*4irie», • must -be -4-oae 


under the supervision of the director 
of public service, and not, as here- 
tofore, under the direction of an in- 
dividual contractor who deposited a 
bond of 1 10 to restore the streets to 
their former condition, which rarely 
was done. 
These excavations must 


be restored under the same condition 
as the pavement was laid originally, 
over a concrete foundation. 


It will be seen that Newark at the 


end of the present year will have no 
reason to feel ashamed of her streets, 
and it is conceded that well paved 
and kept streets are the very best of 
a city's assets.

Advocate reporter who was inquiring 
recently in a casual manner as to the 
amount of gasoline sold in Newark. 
No effort was made to incorporate 
in an aggregate the amount used for 
mechauittl purposes but the 
idea 


was to find out approximately what 
was used by automobile owners. 


Of course there is a great quanticy 


consumed by delivery trucks and fn 
other motor vehicles which may be 
classed as necessities, but the vast 
bulk of it is purchased by the own- 
ers of what may be termed pleasure 
cars. 


Four firms distribute practically 


the entire amount of gasoline soUl in 
Newark to automobile owners, and 
the figures of an average month like 
July or the present one will tell the 
story concisely. 


Standard Oil Co. 65,000 gallons. 
Fredonia Oil Co. 60,000 gallons:. 
A. P. Hess Automobile Co. 42.000 


gallons. 


E. S. Hulshizer, 30,00 gallons. 
Total for month, 197,000 gallons. 
It can be calculated very easily 


that this is 49,250 gallons of gaso- 
ine sold each week. 


The lowest price at which it is be- 


ng sold at present is 20 cents per 
gallon which would indicate an ex- 
>enditure of $9,850 each week. 


The Hess and Hulshizer firms pur- 


hase their supplies by the car load 


and sell it independently of the oth- 
er distributing companies. 


With corn 85 cents a bushel, and 


lay $10 per ton, it can be estimated 
what it costs to keep a horse. 
There 


are about 96 ears of corn in a bushel 
and a horse that eats 15 ears a day 
and 10 pounds of hay is well fed. 


It will be readily seen that a horse 


,s a cheaper luxury than an autotno- 
Dile as far as upkeep is concerned, 
but Robert G. Ingersoll's expression 
could well be paraphrased and ex- 
iress the automobile owners' senti- 
nents: "We can cover more ground 
and get a greater variety of sensa- 
tion."

bank was instituted by * woman- 
Mrs. Prtecilla Wakefield-who Inaugu- 
rated a batik scheme for toe encour- 
agement of thrift among the children 
of Tottenham toward the end of the 
eighteenth century. 
This proved so 


successful that iu 1804 she extended 
ber plan of a charitable bank to iu- 
elnde adults, and similar institutions 
were set op elsewhere, generally by 
ladies. 


Ill 1906 WbiUuread proposed a na- 


tional savings bank, but parliament 
WQuld have none of it. It waa uot 
unill a Scotch minister, the Eev. Henry 
Duncan of Kuthwell, established one 
on * self supporting buaii in his par- 
ish and set an example copied in al- 
most every other district of Scotland 
that parliament at last recognised the 
savings bank as a national concern.—
